Major MoKinluy, when ht* wa« a cau- 
didat« f« ir gtivemor fivt* y»>arK ago.iMiiuted 
oat to the people of Eiwt Liverpool the

» elf on record ua b« >iug oppotH*d to the 
pernioiouR KVRtem now « o ptipalar with 
thin man Bryan and his friends. 
The major wtw her« * for a few days of 
rest, and when the evtuiing of Aognst « 
arrivt'd. a great <Towd of {sx iple call(*d 
on him. Haynt» s’ l>and 
wtis there to 
mak e the niosic, and in rtx tix ins« ' to r<‘- 
pt^ated cheers Major McKinley api>ear» *d 
on the veranda a^the residence of .Ttihii 
N. Taylor. Again he was cht'ert'd, and 
wh« ‘n order had ls*»‘n r» *tore<i he was in- 
trodut't'd to th« ‘ crowd by A. R. Mack all. 
Major McKinley said: 
‘‘This camjjiugn is to Is» wagwl on 
the two gr» *at princinl» *s of tlie tariff and 
the currency. The former I do not iitHsl 
to discuss tonight. I have <‘x plaim*d it 
to yon before. On the carrency « ime- 
tion, howev» *r,I want to say a few words. 
The Democnitie state platform declan*« 
in favor of the nnlimitiNl coinage of 
silver. The Kepablican platform de­ 
clares for the honest tlollar of KK) cents 
in gold, silver or paper. 
‘‘Do you want fret* coinage? Do you 
k now what it means? It means that 
every c-ountry in the W(» rld will dump 
its silver into the United Htattw mints, 
which will Is* Istnnd to n*ceix 'e and cvrfn 
it at the ex pense of the gtiverument. It 
means that 412‘^ grains of silver, worth 
HO (onts in the mark ets of the world, 
shall do business here as legal tendt*r. 
It means that the mints of this country 
shall i>ay 100 cents for HO cents worth of 
silver, and coin it at the ex ismse of the 
goveniment. 
‘‘If w'O have an HO c*ent legal tender 
dolliu*, a 100 cent dollar will m» ver be 
paid. You, work men, will never get 
gold or 100 cent paj>er uion« *y. The poor­ 
est money will always be paid first. The 
unlimited c*oinage of silver simply ask s 
the work man to do a full day’s work for 
a short dollar. The farmer must give a 
full bushel of wheat for a short dollar. 
They say they want to help the farmer. 
Then they should reduce the siae of the 
bushel; not the value of the coin. They 
should mak e the size of the bushel thre« * 
instead of four peck s. But as long as he 
gives you four peck s fen* a bushel, he 
w'ants you to give him a full dollar in 
return. If we have inflateci and unlim­ 
ited silver, gold will go ont of the ooun- 
try. The pcx u'est money is always cir- 
cul^ied. You remember that daring the 
war greenback s and inflated national 
bank notes were always circulated,while 
gold and silver were hoarded, and all 
business was transacted with the poorest 
money. 
‘‘Today silver, gold and papt*r are all 
eciual. Fret* coinage strik es out gold 
and greenback s payable in gold. And 
that the Republican j» orty is against. 
We will have no deprec!iat<*d currency 
in ours. (Prolonged cheers.) 
We want 
money that will 
jmiss anywhere in the 
world. The nations on a silvtir Imsis 
art» the pcx)r<*8t. Gold is at a {n-emiani, 
and tliat is where this will put the 
United States government, which today 
has the best money of the world." 
A favorite theme with Democratic 
orators has been w hat they please to 
term the inconsistency of Major McKin­ 
ley respecting the money question. It 
has been chargcKl on many occasions 
that he favored the free coinage of sil­ 
ver. and nothing but the glitter of gold 
in the hands of Chairman Hanna caused 
him to change his view. General Sher­ 
wood, in his specx ih acx Miptiug the nomi­ 
nation at the Alliance convention, had 
much to say on this subject, and has 
since used it in campaigning the dis­ 
trict. He may refer to it in his speech 
tomorrow evening, but there is re.ason 
to believe it will fall very flat. He may 
influence a few people in remote parts 
of the district, but he w ill have no effect 
Upon East IJveipool, where William Mc­ 
Kinley and his views are k nown by all 
the people. He stands tcx lay where he 
stcN)d five years ago, and the thousands 
who heard him that night in ‘91 
k now it.

L isb o n , Oct. 29.—(Spt'cial.)—Imme­ 
diately after court convened y—tai day 
n ffc n u x in Mathew Haven and wife, tht 
most imiMirtant witnesses for the state, 
were called, hut lx*fore they could tell 
wtiat they knew of the rohlx*ry of John 
Williams, Pro**-eut«r Speaker canned a 
sensation. 
Attachment pn km**flings in contempt 
had been issued, aud the couple wert 
brought from their home near Baline 
Ville by an officer, and assessed tin 
(fists. 
Haves, until a few months ago, 
waw a resident of East Liverpool, aud 
was the eotnpanion of Edward Croxall 
and the other member* of the gang who 
are aoous*si of robbing Williams. 
It 
was also developed that Hayes was a 
week ago arrested and taken before 
Mayor Morrison, where he was bound 
over to court as an accomplice in th* 
Williams hold up. 
When placed on the 
stand Hay** said; 
"I am a friend of Ed Oroxall, and 
several days after the robbery he came 
to my boose and told me that Jones aud 
Grin had held the horxew heads while he 
and Heckuthoni had gone through Will 
iain'w. 
He also showed me a black silk 
handkerchief which had served as a 
mask on that occasion. 
He said they 
got betwixen |30 and $40. They divided 
the amount, and that afternoon got a 
skiff and rowed across the river. They 
crossed the river the next morning, aud 
remained all day." 
In 
(to sh examination by Attorney 
Spence, for the defense, Hay** told 
the 
MHM 
story, 
and 
acknowl­ 
edged that when before the grand jury 
he had wilfully perjured himself in 
swearing he knew nothing about the 
crime. 
He did this from fear of being 
taken as an accomplice because Oroxall 
was arrested at his house. 
Mrs. Hayes corroborated the testimony 
of her huHtinud, and said she had heard 
Oroxall confess his part in the crime 
from an adjoining room, hut never until 
placed on the stand had she alluded 
to it. 
That Oroxall practically convicted him 
self was shown when Michael Scliaell, 
the Wellsville man under sentence to the 
penitentiary for stealing a plate of butter, 
was called. 
He said Oroxall told him 
when they were in jail that he was 
afraid that Grin might turn them down. 
The state rested with this testimony, 
and the defense had little to offer. Crox- 
all 
told 
this 
story: 
"On 
tile 
morning of the robbery I was at 
the ball ground with Grin, Heeka- 
thorn and Jones. 
I had a revolver 
to trade. 
When the robbery was com­ 
mitted we .were at my brother’s house, a 
quarter of a mile away from the scene, 
although we knew nothing of it. 
We 
crossed the river in the afternoon, and 
again the next day. 
As to my saying 
a word to Mat Hayes about the robbery, 
I never did." Heckathom’s testimony 
was on the same line, and when called 
it was found that Olin had gone home 
Earnest Elkin, Ed Oroxall, Sr., Mrs. Rost 
Myers aud Mrs. Eila Myers were called, 
and testified to seeing the boys on the 
morning of the robbery going in direct­ 
ions other than toward Jethro hill. 
The arguments were limited to 40 
minutes for each side, aud the matter 
was given to the jury this morning 
In 14 minutes after retiring the jury re 
turned with a verdict of guilty. Sen­ 
tence was suspended, and the trials of 
Hecks thorn and Orin, on the same 
charge, were postponed until Nov. IO.
